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juana, was standing the shad- 
ows deep inside the house, look- 
ing out sea and 
walkie-talkie. 

The waters off Cape Ann 
were almost crowded 
Route 127. None the people 
aboard the sailboats, yachts, and 
cabin cruisers paid any atten- 
tion two men who were pre- 
tending fish from the bow 
unimpressive pleasure craft called Formula 23. the cabin, 
Peter Krutschewski, the most decorated Army pilot come out 
the Vietnam War alive, had his binoculars vessel that had 
slipped into coastal waters the previous night and was now ly- 
ing anchor the horizon.

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Paradise: the summertime residents don’t demand much the way services. 


Proposition Dennis

here’s always been little trouble 
the paradise known Cape 
Cod parking and traffic the 
summer, loneliness and alcoholism the 
winter, environmental damage all year 
long. But least tourism has always pro- 
vided economic base, even has dis- 
torted the relationship between the 
people who live there year-round and the 
land and the sea which they once 
relied. And now the Cape is, fact, one 
the few areas the state still growing, 
still expanding. Which why it’s falling 
victim one Proposition crueler 
ironies. 

Take Dennis, for example, town 
many ways representative the entire 
peninsula. sits the bicep the arm 
the Cape, with long beaches Cape Cod 
Bay the north and Nantucket Sound to, 
the south. The year-round population 
12,000; the summertime, the number 
swells 60,000. More than percent 
the permanent residents are retired; 
sometimes during the winter the place 
seems like nursing home. commer- 
cial fishermen work year-round out 
the town’s beautiful harbor, leaving the 
dock and moorings for pleasure boats and 
tourist charters. widely acknowl- 
edged that the first cranberry bog 
America was cultivated Dennis, but 
now the town has none. 

The tradeoff for this loss has been 
money, pure and simple. Obviously, 
property values the Cape are high 
begin with. But consider, too, that many 
the homes Dennis are occupied only 
three months every 12; the owners pay 
their property taxes, but demand little 
the way services. The retirees are 
similar they don’t send children 
school, for instance. tax rate 
mere $13.40 per $1000 assessed valu- 
ation, among the lowest Massachu- 
setts. 

recent years, this deep pocket has 
allowed Dennis invest money that 
other towns can only dream having. 
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Most significantly, the town meeting has, 
since 1974, supported the most 
aggressive land-purchase program the 
state, spending almost million buy 
roughly 400 acres beaches and open 
land that fallen into the hands 
developers. 

Now comes Proposition Although 
one Dennis argues that property- 
tax relief needed, and although 
tax rate only 1.3 percent, last 
November’s referendum may well 
strangle this town. one resident puts 
state’s put tourniquet around

Almost percent them voted against 
it, although the margin was only 1000

Despite the changes the Cape com- 
munity, this sentiment still runs deep. 
People from Bourne Provincetown are 
used thinking themselves some- 
how linked one another, but they hate 
acknowledge that they are part the 
rest the Commonwealth.

was vote against state control. More 
specifically, was against bailing out 
Boston other big cities. Every- 
body and his uncle Dennis con- 
vinced that the legislature had its way, 
the tax formulas would monkeyed 
Boston’s benefit and detriment. 

People the Cape who voted for 
did mainly protest what they saw 
the twin evils fiscal autonomy for the 
schools and binding arbitration 
unions. Even so, was understood that 
this remedy really was aimed

Cape Codders. don’t have the prob- 
lems they have Cambridge and Somer- 
says Dennis Selectman Bill Shan- 
ahan, one the few selectmen the 
Cape who vocally supported 
guys have been spending like drunks for 

face value, would seem that 
town with property-tax rate 1.3 per- 
cent wouldn’t have worry much about 
state-imposed measure that effectively 
limits the rate 2.5 percent. But 
understand how Dennis has been hurt 
understand the nuts and bolts 
legislation that has even Moody’s credit 
analysts running for cover: 

Proposition will reduce the 
motor-vehicle excise tax, from $66 per 
$1000 value $25 per $1000. Dennis 
stands lose more than $350,000 next 
year revenue from this source alone. 
This figure may seem small itself, but 
not the context the town’s budget 
$6.5 million. 

Contrary popular belief, Prop 
does not limit the property-tax rate 


directly. does limit the property-tax 


levy 2.5 percent city town’s 
total property value. Not only that, but 
also stipulates that this levy even 
less than 2.5 percent the total value 
may not rise more than 2.5 percent 
itself any given year, unless the voters 
pass special referendum. These distinc- 
tions matter greatly towns that are 
growing rapidly like Dennis. 

the last two years alone, the town’s 
tax base has risen $25 million. 
Without 2%, Dennis could keep its tax 
rate stable and still raise plenty new 
revenue simply because new properties 
were added its tax rolls (over the last 
six years, this practice has kept the rise 
the town’s tax rate only cents). With 
2%, however, that 2.5-percent 
limit the growth the property-tax 
levy, matter how many new proper- 
ties are added the tax rolls. Therefore, 
new construction, which has made the 
town wealthy, will now begin drain 


its coffers, because such services roads, 


water, police, and firefighting will cost 
more than the town allowed levy.

Herds 
reporters rush past the editor’s desk 
and some mumble excuses: 

“Gotta story,” one says. 

it’s after the editor 
yells. 

“Gotta visit sick auntie,’ 
informs. 

she died last year,” the editor 
reminds. 

“Gotta visit dead the re- 
porter answers from the lobby the 
building. 

“Goin’ the says anoth- 

“But only 22,” the editor 
whines. 

But every newspaper city room, 
there always one person, some frus- 
trated Longfellow Kilmer, who hiber- 
nates but for four times year the first 
days winter, spring, summer, and au- 
tumn. Every year, writes basically the 
same four pieces, and every year, the ed- 
itor tries avoid him. It’s hard. When 
the crew deserts the newsroom, this guy 
left, smiling, rolls sheet paper 
into his typewriter plugs his video 
console. 

And the bard would have it, lo, the 
robin’s song warbles the glen, and the 
wily woodpecker tap-tap-taps out his 
Morse code message his little friends 
that once again time leave their 
winter warm This bad 
enough, but when you realize that the 
guy writing this Everett Cleary 
Square, defies the imagination. 

One reason reporters leave daily news- 
papers for weekly newspapers such 
this one that editors the latter are less 
likely hand out such unrewarding as- 
signments Groundhog Day, the 
George Washington Birthday Sale, the 
birth some slimy animal the zoo, 
the arrival spring. 

Here, are allowed instead plumb 
the depths and inner recesses our re- 
nowned talent and craft, seek the story 
that the big dailies fear touch, en- 
lighten you, the reader, with cogent facts 
and vivid description the likes which 
you cannot buy your average daily 
newspaper. here’s the annual spring 
story.

Dur- 
ing the the pair were high roll- 
ers, first-name basis with pit bosses 
every casino the Strip. The way 
Krutschewski remembers it, hit Vegas 
with $300,000. lost all but around 
$10,000 playing blackjack, then got hot 
and ended winning between $280,000 
and $290,000. reported the winnings 
income, and paid the IRS more than

offered contribute $1.75 million over 
four years Michigan programs de- 
signed help rehabilitate released con- 
victs. also agreed work hours 
week for four years mental-health 
facility Lansing. Krutschewski wore 
three-piece, charcoal-pinstripe suit, and 
looked older than his years. was far 
more nervous than had been Folly 
Cove. kept shifting around, taking 
deep breaths and sighing. When prose- 
cutor Martin Boudreau described him 
criminal entrepreneur, Krutschewski 
groaned. 

The case against Krut- 
schewski was the result remarkable 
investigation conducted Drug En- 
forcement Administration (DEA) agents 
Peter Vinton and William Simpkins and 
DEA intelligence analyst Mary 
McCarthy. May 27, 1978, the DEA 
and the Maine State Police surprised 
crew unloading 40,000 pounds mari- 
juana from beautiful vessel named the 
Onalay Boothbay Harbor, Maine. The

captain the Onalay was Robert Ran- 
kin, handsome, articulate man his 
early 30s who had spent much his 
adult life traveling the world, staying 
four-star hotels and soaking sun 
exotic beaches. Rankin smuggled can- 
nabis support his lifestyle, and was 
his old college buddy, Peter Krutschew- 
ski, who had given him his start back 
1973. 

After Rankin was sentenced five 
years prison, wrote George Mitch- 
ell, the attorney for Maine, offering 
talk exchange for probation. Seven 
days week over four-month period, 
the three DEA agents helped Rankin ex- 
plore his memory. eventually impli- 
cated Krutschewski five smuggles. 
Agents Vinton and Simpkins then trav- 
eled Florida, the Bahamas, Bermuda, 
and Spain, searching through hotel rec- 
ords, examining marina registrations, and 
collecting telephone toll records. McCar- 
thy used the records reconstruct Krut-

his trial before District Court 
Judge Walter Jay Skinner, flinty New 
Englander, Krutschewski narrowly es- 
caped conviction under federal statute 
the Criminal Code.

Some veterans suffering from PVS get 
hooked hard drugs, become alcohol- 
ics, attempt suicide.

ollowing seven-month investigation the state 
attorney office, rock impresario Don Law 

faces legal action aimed breaking his alleged 
stranglehold the Boston market, the Phoenix has 
learned.

Maintaining monopoly: alleged that Law’s in- 
terest influence with area concert halls per- 
vasive prevent meaningful competition. 

These allegations, should emphasized, remain un- 
proven, and the letter itself does not con- 
stitute complaint. The letter says, however, that the 
has reason believe and thinks can prove court 
least some these allegations. But the letter goes 
further. saying that complaint will issue, the letter 
invites Law and his attorneys enter pre-litigation nego- 
tiations. During these negotiations, the two sides may de- 
termine which, any, Law’s practices are illegal, and 
how can correct them. These confidential negotia- 
tions have begun, the Phoenix has learned. 

Pre-litigation negotiations can result one three 
resolutions: 

Assurance discontinuance: which Law gives 
his written promise stop certain practices: This not 
admission guilt, and takes the form letter 
the least enforceable the AG. 

Consent decree: also which Law gives his writ- 
ten promise stop certain practices. This, too, not 
admission guilt, but this letter filed with the court 
after complaint issues. this way, carries more 
weight because the court can order Law and 
certain methods operation, certain 
holdings, make injured parties, incur 
the costs the investigation. 

Though unlikely, the could drop the 
matter. 

negotiations for assurance consent are un- 
successful, the could file his complaint and begin liti- 
gation. Litigation, however, would create strategic prob- 
lems for both sides. Whether tried before jury only 
judge, this case would demand legal specialists and 
sophisticated understanding the music industry and 
thus almost certainly guarantee lengthy trial. For Law, 
trial might cost hundreds thousands dollars. For the 
office, might require expert knowledge that 
beyond its ability acquire. settlement could nego- 
tiated matter weeks; trial could take years.

produced 103 pilots. 


Because had graduated with 
honors, Krutschewski 
lowed choose the kind air- 
craft wanted fly. picked 
helicopters. Not just any copters, 
either. could have chosen the 
huge cargo-carrying Crane 
helicopter, the troop-carrying 
Chinook. Instead, Krutschewski 
asked for the Cobra, terrifying 
killing machine that flies 200 
miles hour and carries the fire- 
power battalion. thou- 
sands now-forgotten search- 
and-destroy missions, Cobras 
rained death and destruction 
the people, villages, and jungles 
Vietnam. 

Krutschewski went Viet- 
nam June 1968. flew most 
his missions Corps, the 
northern area Vietnam that in- 
cluded the DMZ and the Ashau 
Valley. typical mission, 
Krutschewski had permission 
kill anybody inside 40-mile 
zone. Engine trouble enemy 
fire forced him make seven 
emergency landings. Several 
his co-pilots and gunners were 
killed. 

Dr. Apostle characterized 
neither drank nor Dr.

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The day the boats arrived, 
storm blew that kicked 
six-foot surf. For two nights, the 
crew ferried the marijuana 
through the waves two 13-foot 
Zodiacs, inflatable rubber boats 
with wooden floors and out- 
board motors. the second 
night, Krutschewski almost 
drowned retrieving one the 
Zodiacs when drifted away 
from the Our Star. 

The Our Star reached its 
destination, navigational buoy 
off the Keys, March 1974. 
Krutschewski rowed ashore 
Key Largo and called Frappier 
Miami. That night, 8000 pounds 
marijuana were off-loaded 
from the Our Star and the 
Whale. Two days later, the load 
was trucks heading New 
England; Rankin sailed for the 
Bahamas, where the Our Star 
cleared customs Cat Cay; 
Krutschewski flew Boston 
get paid. says that made 
and that 
Rankin’s share came $80,000. 

Flushed with success, Krut- 
schewski moved into Back Bay 
apartment. had dated Debbie 
Hayes, woman had met 
Paso, for more than year, but 
Hayes was upset his in- 
volvement smuggling that she 
had broken off with him before 
sailed for St. Thomas. Now 
they were reconciled, and the 
end March they got married 
the Blackfriars pub Summer 
Street. Minnig and Frappier were 
friends Vinnie Solmonte, the 
owner Blackfriars, and had 
introduced Solmonte Krut- 
schewski. Solmonte and Krut- 
schewski became the best 
friends. 

During this period, Krut- 
schewski had almost feverish 
desire for action. was like 
kid who gets off roller-coaster 
scared and immediately buys 
another ticket. Instead staying 
home with his new bride, says, 
spent most his time with 
Frappier and Minnig, planning 
hash smuggle from Morocco. 
Krutschewski says invested 
$150,000 the deal. Robert Ran- 
kin has testified that Krutschew- 
ski offered him $100,000 cap- 
tain the Our Star the voyage, 
and that Krutschewski also prom- 
ised Rankin that would in- 
vest $50,000 the $80,000 
had just earned, Rankin would 
make additional $150,000. 
Rankin agreed. 

The Our Star underwent re- 
pairs and modifications Miami. 
Water tanks were converted 
hold fuel, with jury jugs for water 
the hold. Two Zodiacs were 
purchased, Krutschewski assem- 
bled crew, and the Star 
sailed Bermuda, where the crew 
enjoyed short vacation while 
piece navigational equipment 
was repaired. During the 18-day 
voyage the Azores, the boat 
took such pounding heavy 
seas that the deck began sep- 
arate from the hull. The crew was 
convinced the ship would never 
make back across the Atlantic. 

When the Our Star finally 
reached Malaga, Spain, the ship 
put into marina for repairs. The 
crew rented cars and drove 
Marbella, where they rented pic- 
turesque villas the 
Krutschewski and Debbie flew 
from the States; Frappier and 
Minnig flew down from Switzer- 
land. 

Krutschewski broke with Min- 
nig and Frappier over the Our 
Star. Krutschewski wanted re- 
pair the boat and sail 
Gloucester, where the off-load 
would take place. Frappier and 
Minnig insisted buying new 
boat. The three got into heated 
argument that lasted for days and 
that Krutschewski finally lost. 
Frappier and Minnig purchased 
the Quisterie Il, 50-foot, 
steel-hulled, ketch-rigged motor 
sailor for $225,000. Krut- 
schewski sold the Our Star for 
$28,000. ‘‘My share (of the 
profits) was reduced proportion- 
ally all the money they spent 
that Krutschewski says

The approach 


New frontiers psychotherapy

one’s going read this story. 
lousy journalist. failure. 


hese are typical the negative, 
self-critical, usually inaccurate, 
and always counterproductive 
thoughts with which depressed and anx- 
ious people are afflicted. this kind 
thinking, these “cognitive 
that the focus increasingly pop- 
ular and novel form psychiatric treat- 
ment cognitive therapy. 

Unlike traditional, analytically oriented 
Freudian therapists, who believe distorted 
thinking symptom more profound 
underlying disturbances, cognitive thera- 
pists believe that negative thoughts 
themselves which cause depression and 
anxiety. Were bring problem 
say, depression growing from 
likely that would dwell child- 
hood, relationship with father, 
fantasies dreams and their hidden 
meanings, surely would more 
traditional treatment. Instead, would 
work together for months, not years, dur- 
ing which the therapist would teach 
how faulty thinking affects feelings, 
sabotaging happiness and ability 
write, and then show how re- 
place cognitive distortions with more 
realistic thoughts. 

seems easy, and that’s probably 
why cognitive therapy appealing. 
Traditional therapy, after all, makes ex- 
traordinary demands time and money: 
sometimes more than five years several 
sessions week, each costing, the 
average, $50. With the limited assistance 
generally available from health-insurance 
plans, such investment beyond the 
resources increasing number 
people. Nor there any guarantee, 
even proven likelihood, that traditional 
therapy will more effective than 
much shorter-term approach. 

the other hand, cognitive therapy 
sounds too easy its many critics. 
them, understandably, seems 
ficial and gimmicky,’’ leading 
cognitive therapist put it. Speaking for 
the skeptics, Boston Globe columnist 
Diane White recently ridiculed cognitive 
therapists for trying ‘‘to institutionalize 
the ‘Snap out it!’ school mental 
health .... Now why didn’t think 
that she wrote. think right, 
feel right. What could simpler?” 

The quick-cure aspect the treat- 
ment, well its methodology, has led 
some partisans traditional therapy 
like est, Gestalt, primal- 
scream, and the dozens other therapies 
which were barraged, but not 
always helped, the and What 
sets cognitive therapy apart, say its ad- 
vocates, significant body research 
demonstrating its effectiveness. 

Some traditional therapists fear that 
patients who appear have been cured 
through cognitive therapy may later suf- 
fer substitution” because 
not having dealt with deeper, underlying 
problems. You may get over your fear 
flying today only find that you’re too 
frightened drive car three months.

therapist. 

Other critics have compared cognitive 
therapy Norman Vincent Power 
Positive Thinking.

Freudian psychoanalysis 
analytic psychotherapy when became

tion had been criticizing 
Beck writes his book, Cognitive 
Therapy and the Emotional Disorders. 
“After pause, asked him what was 
guilty.’ Beck assumed that the man felt 
guilty because was hostile, which 
would traditional Freudian interpre- 
tation the guilt. then the patient 
volunteered the information that while 
had been expressing anger-laden criticism 
me, had also had continual thoughts 
self-critical nature. described two 
streams thought occurring about the 
same time: one having with his hos- 
tility and criticism, which had ex- 
pressed free association, and another 
that had not expressed. then re- 
ported the other stream thoughts:

These bitterly self-critical thoughts, 
Beck hypothesized, were 
sponsible for the uncomfor- 
table guilty feelings. The guilt came not 
from the machinations supposed un- 
conscious mind, but from these self- 
critical thoughts, which Beck, and psy- 
chotherapy general, had previously ig- 
nored. 

surprising that many people 
have these automatic thoughts they 
would unaware them, but Beck 
found that this frequently true. The 
thoughts themselves are extremely rapid. 
goes unnoticed. Since many these 
distorted cognitions are learned child- 
hood, patients usually take them for 
granted. only with training and prac- 
tice cognitive methodology that the 
patient learns identify these thoughts 
easily. Since they believe distorted cog- 
nitions make people feel unhappy with- 
out any useful purpose, Beck and his 
Followers train people control these 


~- 


thoughts and thus, theory, avoid the 
unpleasant feelings. 

Cognitive distortions come many 
varieties. you have ever been de- 
pressed, you may find some these 
thought patterns familiar. 

Exaggerating: You muff assign- 
ment work. You think never any- 
thing true you never any- 
thing right, your thinking distorted 
and making you feel worse about your- 
self? 

Jumping conclusions: You're giving 
speech and someone the front row 
yawns. You think, “I’m 

Labeling and mislabeling: You off 
your diet. You eat handful Fritos and 

Disqualifying the positive: Someone 
tells you you look great. You think, 
thereby depriving yourself 
some positive feelings. 

“We don’t know for certain where the 
distorted thought patterns come from,” 
says Dr. Joel Becker, cognitive ther- 
apist who heads Behavior Associates, 
large psychology group practice Back 
Bay, don’t really need know

Although cognitive-therapy founder 
Beck and his adherents stress the com- 
mon sense focusing treatment the 
correction distorted cognitions, their 
doing radical departure from psy- 
choanalysis and traditional analytically 
oriented psychotherapy, which looked 
long and hard early childhood experi- 
ences, particularly the Oedipal experi- 
ence. Taking this historical approach, the 
traditional therapist helps his patient 
develop about the early child- 
hood origin his neurosis. Although the 
Freudian approach the oldest and most 
firmly established therapeutic theory, 
there are two other major schools 
therapy; behavior modification and psy- 
chopharmacology focus respectively 
changing patient behavior and med- 
ication alleviate patient distress. Most 
cognitive therapists describe themselves 
therapists” and some work with mem- 
ories, emotions, and behavior changes, 
but the emphasis clearly thoughts 
and the present. 

Beck believes that cognitive therapy 
has created major new direction 
psychology, least equal importance 
the predominant Freudian school and 
superior effectiveness.

one might expect, the treatment 
methods used cognitive therapists are 
dramatically different from those used 
traditional therapists. The stereotypical 
duo nearly silent therapist and 
reminiscing patient replaced ac- 
tivist therapist who teaches the patient 
how alter his thinking, gives written 
homework assignments, and con- 
centrates the present and quick re- 
lief from symptoms. Homework assign- 
ments typically require patients write 
out columns every unpleasant feeling 
(sad, anxious, etc.) they experience, the 
accompanying negative self-critical 
thought, and rational response self- 
defense. you forgot your mother’s 
birthday and felt depressed, the accom- 
panying cognitive distortion might be, 
never anything rational re- 
sponse could be, not true. I’ve 
remembered all her birthdays until this 
one, and I’ve remembered all 
brothers’ and sisters’ birthdays.” 
find writing out the rational responses 
makes the patient feel Behavior 
Associates’ Becker says. level de- 
pression anxiety goes down. This re- 
inforces and encourages rational re- 
sponses over the distorted thinking. 
why it’s important have the 
patient practice writing out the exercises 
over and over 

Cognitive therapists also teach patients 
applaud themselves with positive self- 
statements, say, did terrific job 
that report,” look terrific 
those are accurate statements.

Ultimately, cognitive therapists hope 
accomplish more than just eliminating 
patient’s distorted cognitions. They 
look for and try change larger thought 
patterns (such excessive need for 
approval, defining self-worth through 
love your work, and perfectionism) 
that reflect incorrect assumptions about 
life and are underlying cause un- 
happiness.

Despite detractors, however, Boston- 
area cognitive therapists are excited about 
the results they’re getting with their 
thought-oriented approach treatment. 
Judith Harwood, cognitive therapist 
with Family Service Association and 
private practice, talks about 22-year-old 
woman whom call Janice and who was 
referred Harwood after she had pan- 
icked and fainted work when her 
supervisor asked her train new 
employee. Janice’s father had died when 
she was five.

Fasnecht has been practicing 
cognitive therapy for more than five 
years, which gives her considerable 
seniority this emerging field.

Beck’s work with cognitive therapy has 
focused the treatment depression, 
where claims his greatest successes.

What Moss and others consider oral 
history requires considerably more ex- 
perience, expertise, and resources than 
high-school community projects. The 
Oral History Association reckons that for 


every hour oral-history interview, the 
oral historian needs put some 
hours additional work, goodly 
measure which background re- 
search and preparation. project the 
New England fishing industry, for ex- 
ample, would require the oral historian 
study the history the fishing industry, 
the different ethnic groups who have 
become identified with New England 


fishing, the mechanics boating and 


fishing, the important regional and 
national events that took place during the 
years being studied, and on. Oral his- 
tory this level doesn’t replace such re- 
search. adds nuance, texture, and anec- 
dotal flavor. 

Another big chunk those 30-plus 
hours required process the inter- 
view tapes.

the obscurities and the alienation 
most arty rock; with 
music that straightforwardly in- 
voked bubblegum and main- 
stream pop precursors, was 
meant danceable, and was 
aimed straight every teenage 
radio the country radically 
opened the context this 
message. 

their second-album (the first 
produced Eno), however, they 
were celebrating themselves spe- 
cifically artists, with all the ex- 
clusions this implied. The older 
songs had their meanings shifted 
“Artists Only,” once joke, 
was now close anthem 
and the newer ones openly pro- 
claimed their character: “If your 
work what you David 
Byrne sang, 
Fear Music, the 
work they loved was not only 
the most con- 
ventional sense but also aggres- 
sively impersonal; last 
Remain Light was not only 
impersonal but also totally ab- 
stract.

Times Square), Malmuth creates 
scummy dark greens and 
gleaming blues, and has eye for 
compositions that evoke dislocation and 
menace. chase through subway con- 
struction site night full shower- 
ing sparks and mysterious perspectives;

Pincus wants witness moments 
from his life, and from the lives his 
companions: diary can easily purport 
about family, but filmed record 
separates people. written descriptions, 
one may find words like whereas 
any group ‘shot shows the cavities be- 
tween people, and all the lonely 
imprisoned the frame. 

Pincus agrees that Diaries 
inadequate title. thought several 
others, like Journals Epiphanies. But 
there remains the fallacious notion that 
has provided record his life.

twice, first when her car was run 

off Oklahoma road No- 
vember 1974, and now well-in- 
tended but fundamentally undramatic 
theater piece actress Jehane Dyllan, di- 
rected Cambridge theater veteran 
Bobbi Ausubel. Like our own Maxine 
Klein, Dyllan better rabble-rouser 
than writer, and her one-person play, 
Silkwood, long fire but short fo- 
cus. takes place empty union hall 
the very evening Silkwood’s mys- 
terious car Having arrived 
early for meeting the Oil, Chemical, 
and Atomic Workers’ Local 5-283, the 
28-year-old nuclear technician readies her 
report negotiations with Kerr-McGee 
(her employer) for new health-and- 
safety clause its workers’ contract. 

Naturally, her mind wanders some- 
times leaps, like frog hopping lily 
pads, into swamps polemic that the 
audience hard-pressed wade 
through. But what emerges chart 
Silkwood’s unlikely journey from small- 
town malaise, early marriage, mother- 
hood, and divorce, union activism and 
work with plutonium both highly dan- 
gerous. One might say that her life 
flashes before her, albeit leisurely 
pace and often pamphlet form. She is, 
after all, just hours from her as-yet-un- 
explained death. 

Given its form, Silkwood can hardly 
delve into the mystery surrounding its 
subject’s demise though new book, 
The Killing Karen Silkwood Rich- 
ard Rashke (Houghton Mifflin), which 
being plugged the program, does that.

Since there’s mistaking the 
mood meaning Williams 
song, it’s cop-out when author 
Chet Flippo says the introduc- 
tion Your Cheatin’ Heart 
(Simon and Schuster, 251 pp., 
$13.95) that it’s neither critical 
biography nor music book. In- 
stead, it’s often-fictionalized 
profile intensely private, 
disturbed, and pained man. Flip- 
had access lot new 
material, including the letters 
first wife, Audrey, and 
crucial reports his medical his- 
tory. This information clears 
many lingering 
rounding the more comprehen- 
sive Sing Sad Song Roger 
Williams (1970). Roger Williams 
(no relation) writes dry, objec- 
tive account everything known 
the time about Hank. The 
problem that most 
sources romanticized Hank, mak- 
ing him out tragic enigma. 
Using fictional dialogue and 
bullshit-detecting redneck narra- 
tor, Flippo carves realistic char- 
acter out the myth. sure 
many would rather have left the 
glorified legend intact, because 
ugly watching enormous 
talent devour himself and die 
age 29. Flippo, more than any 
writer before him, explains how 
and why. 

Born 1923 Mount Olive 
West, Alabama, Williams was 
christened Hiram, name de- 
tested and later changed. Flippo 
describes the family 
Southern white trash, absolute 
bottom rung the ladder pecker- 
His father left the fam- 
ily when Hank was seven, and his 
mother Lilly raised him and his 
sister Irene series towns.

That sounds harsh, but Wil- 
liams never had control his life, 
except when was stage (and 
not profoundly drunk) when 
was writing songs. People 
around him, including loved 
ones, constantly propped, prod- 
ded, and used him. 1946 Au- 
drey, whom had married two 


years before, fired his ambition 


and her hopes taking Wil- 
liams Nashville meet Fred 
Rose, the most powerful man 
country music. (He became 
teaming with reigning country 
king Roy Acuff form Nash- 
ville’s first music publishing com- 
pany, Acuff-Rose.) The Wil- 
liamses surprised Rose the 
reluctantly granted audition 
and was impressed. became 
Williams and steered 
him MGM recording con- 
tract, spot the Louisiana 
Hayride, where Elvis would get 
his start years later, and finally 
the Grand Ole Opry itself, the 
shrine country music. Wil- 
liams became the Opry’s most 
popular performer, hence the 
number-one country star the 
nation, with one chart-topping 
hit after another, all produced and 
many co-written Rose.

The Long 
March, which was recorded live 1979, contains 
four extended performances and three solo work- 
outs (two Roach and one Shepp). Shepp lets 
loose here, blending those Websterish sounds with 
Rollins-like thematic variations and his own 
jagged, caterwauling cry. The title track begins 
with commanding Roach solo; Shepp then enters 
with jaunty, calypso-like line; but under the 
pressure indefatigable drumming (the 
piece lasts 26:10 and Roach doesn’t let for 
instant), Shepp twice builds solos into stomp- 
down free-for-alls. only 
composition, begins with boppish phrase, but 
quickly transforms into fleet venture and 
down the registers, kicked along 
exceptionally precise accenting.

Joyce Carol Oates, and Saul Bellow with 
the inventive transformations writers 
like Leonard Michaels and Cynthia 
Ozick. political thesis educational 
motive holds the anthology together 
simply collection writers whose 
voices and interests could not more 
diverse, and its variety attests the range 
and health the contemporary Ameri- 
can short story. 

The contrast styles evident two 
stories about the public and private selves 
prominent women. Oates’s hyp- 
notic story woman slowly 
disintegrates from the ill effects drugs, 
lovers, and public attention engendered 
her bestseller. typical Oates pro- 
tagonist, she dislocated from her 
environment, the edge tran- 
scendence that will remove her from her 
trapped situation. this story, 
pills facilitate the change: 
were small yellow capsules, very 
expensive. She took them along with 


other capsules, green-and-aqua, that did 
not cost quite much but were weaker. 
Caution against hazardous occupations 
requiring complete mental alertness.

The story effectively echoes the James 
Joyce work the same title; instead 
middle-class Dublin the beginning 
the century, Oates presents contem- 
porary American academia that simi- 
larly filled with petty jealousies and 
empty bravado. Rendering the charac- 
claustrophobic existence with telling 
details the protective mass car, the 
temperature her skin, the gray shades 
her face Oates creates web 
alienation and fragility that keeps the 
reader distance, not acommon aim 
fiction, but certainly powerful one for 
this piece, which speaks decibel 
two below shrillness.

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plastic surgeon, and now he’s 
preparing something awful 
the gang the UN. Can the 
blue knights match wits with this 
steely-eyed foreigner? with his 
lissome sidekick, Shakka (Persis 
Khambatta, who achieved inter- 
national fame for being bald 
Star Trek the Movie)? Nope, 
not without the help British 
terrorist-expert Nigel Daven- 
port. New York’s finest, you see, 
have gone soft. Years liber- 
reading crooks their 
rights, avoiding accusations 
police brutality, have deprived 
them the grit and venom they 
need combat the wily Wulfgar. 
Davenport has make them 
killers again. (Presumably, the 
police force the city Los 
Angeles would require further 
training.) 

This, course, Dirty Harry 
with twist, and the twist 
crucial. Dirty Harry, Clint 
Eastwood plays the toughest, 
meanest cop San Francisco, 
and, trying capture the tough- 
est, meanest killer San Fran- 
cisco, finds his hands are tied 
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the rights-preserving dicta 
the Earl Warren era. The movie 
right-wing rant, but has lot 
power, partly because East- 
Harry Callahan such 
scurrilous character. Harry can 
take care himself, and you 
have like him want 
him get the killer. And you 
don’t feel coerced into endorsing 
the politics; the chase 
alone sweeps you along.

What gives the movie even 


nastier edge the way the per- 


formances work. Rutger Hauer, 
the striking blond star Soldier 
malevolent vigor. looks like 
Mikhail Baryshnikov, and seems 
equally capable leaping tall 
buildings single bound. 
Khambatta, meanwhile, has got 
her hair back, and with the 
fatale demeanor Bianca 
Jagger. Billy Dee Williams very 
dashing and glamorous, capable 
matching these dang for- 
eigners flash for flash, but he’s 
stuck here playing the Tonto role. 
And that leaves Stallone, whose 
slack, recessive presence like 
caricature America gone 
flaccid.

people talk around topic that 
inaccessible flat film: the 
wounded heart. cannot follow 
the ups and downs the 
marriage. not clear who felt, 
thought, did what. Like by- 
standers, sense the pain and 
confusion. But these people are 
not described, and they cannot 
describe themselves. The 
husband and lover lost sight 
behind the camera, voice 
questioning others and excusing 
viewer sent along the local 
station. shows the faces 
his women, and they all grow 
sadder and more guarded from 
being looked at. But the apparent 
plan let see the inner 
workings private lives 
never made good. Pincus is, 
finally, too humane, too ashamed, 
allow that torture continue. 


Perhaps the problems 
marriage and emotional space are 
too much for him. learns 
look through them. sees 
commonplace details, inconse- 
quential epiphanies like his 
children’s playing with their dog. 
Over five years, his eye matures, 
and the soul and the sensibility 
come limping along with it. the 
outset, this picture full 
hand-held immediacy and raw 
faces bared the lens. The early 
years are confined the city, and 
the background grim and 
washed out. Pincus sees people 
the city flesh enduring the 
stippled roughness concrete 
and crowding. But time passes, 
learn feel the importance 
the move Vermont. Space and 
light replenish the being. 
The image becomes more 
composed and far more subtle. 
The filmmaker grows and 
arrives the knowledge that his 
tools are means beauty and 
richness, not guarantee 
accuracy. 


the unrelenting tests 
cinema verite, nearly every 
problem has been evaded: Pincus 
lets himself off lightly, and 
sentimental, novelistic ending, 
rather than comprehend the 
tangle mixed motives, tied 
tubes, adultery, and free love. 
Editing has left many things 
doubt, and according the 
filmmaker has dropped many 
passages which the film once 
discussed its own integrity and 
methodolagy. 


Perhaps Pincus could not 
stomach that self-importance; 
perhaps heeds his own steady 
drift away from documentary 
toward poetry. far from 
good poet yet, and must 
years spent this minor project. 
But has thoroughly exposed 
the half-baked justifications for 
diary filmmaking. cannot 
imagine anyone wanting 
emulate him after seeing this. But 
can see viewers appreciating 
that the initial narrowness 
journalistic photographer has 
yielded the eye and instincts 
Bonnard forever painting his 
garden and his wife, and the 
everyday clutter his life. 


just possible that Pincus 
point where might make 
fine film about American 
marriage. But let story. Let 
made up, written, and acted; 
let spring from the knowledge 
that, whenever audience sees 
picture, takes the for 
granted and searches for some- 
thing more powerful than the 
complacency record. Film 
intimidates the real and teaches 
shrink into what can 
recorded. The medium’s capacity 
for actuality can redeemed 
only the attempt describe 
the experience being alive, and 
the sensibility that trusts 
the surest path

nerves. soothe her soul and, 
you know, get back touch with 
her feelings, Karen, accompanied 
her boyfriend, Bill (Chris- 
topher Stone), hightails 
more pastoral setting: wood- 
land psychiatric retreat inhabited 
crew colorful, half-mad 
eccentrics.

brims with obscure horror-film 
references (George Waggner, for 
instance, the name the di- 
rector the 1941 Wolf Man), 
and the story filtered through 
many layers camp and irony 
that there’s tongue-in-cheek 
dimension every scene. 
course, few things are more ex- 
hilarating than shocker that 
knows how laugh itself. But 
great, comic horror movies like 
Psycho and Carrie don’t just in- 
tersperse shocks and yocks; they 
make the suspense itself teasingly 
funny. The Howling full 
clever little jokes that are sealed 
off from the structural 
machinery. Despite the Stephen 
King-style title (it must about 
the hundredth the last two 
years), the film isn’t out scare 
disturb you. Instead, draws 
elements from two different 
worlds the moonlit landscapes 
‘40s horror films and the 
media-hip urban culture Net- 
work and plays them off each 
other for comic resonance. 

The monsters themselves are 
campy menace, more 
threatening than the pina-colada- 
sipping beasts Warren 
Although hideous creatures 
towering humanoid wolves 
whose long snouts pull back 
reveal rows Alien- 
like incisors not photo- 


look terrifying. 


Waiting for them strike be- 
comes chore, and the chase 
scenes are probably the most rou- 
tine portions the film. But 
then, director Joe Dante (Piranha) 
obviously had his 
more eccentric flourishes that 
garnish the plot. virtually 
drops the porno-booth psycho- 
path halfway through, and 
during extended wolf-man 
metamorphosis, which accom- 
plished without the aid Lon 
Chaney-era lap dissolves, you can 
practically hear him 
the story, folks, and dig 
that was probably the correct way 
play it. The effects are crazy 
(21-year-old Rob Bottin, who de- 
signed them, the real star the 
show), and part the 
charm that you end not 
caring about the story, fixing in- 
stead the details the telling. 

Most those details are the 
area character. Dante has given 
the minor roles some flesh, and 
The Howling brimming with 
small, wonderful comic perform- 
ances. particular, one notices 
Kevin McCarthy, the addled, 
ratings-conscious man- 
ager Karen news show,

eous pomposity; Slim Pickens, 
doing his affecting dumber-than- 
she-it number; and John Car- 
radine, who has couple de- 
lirious moments one Dr. 
Waggner’s more strung-out 
patients, psycho-ward pundit 
whose eyes cross whenever 
gazes upward. 

With all these crazies running 
around, the movie gets lot 
mileage out the universe-of- 
loonies idea that worked mar- 
velously the 1979 Invasion 
the Body Snatchers. Here, 
milked less for paranoia than for 
comedy. Many the gags have 
the aggressive silliness hum- 
orous Night Gallery sketch for 
instance, cutaway shot Allen 
desk. Small wonder that the 
leading roles pale com- 
parison. Dee Wallace and Chris- 
topher Stone are given the thank- 
less chore playing straight-men 
crazies, and Stone doesn’t help 
matters giving his sort 
beach-bum blandness. fair, 
though, his all-American good 
looks are brought into play the 
most memorable scene 
erotic campfire tryst between 
himself and the resi- 
dent nymphomaniac, 
maned vamp named Marsha 
(Elisabeth Brooks). these two 
begin make love, they turn into 
werewolves and howl their way 
into each arms; the scene 
the flashback primal ecstasy 
never got see Altered 
States. Here, though, sub- 
limely absurd. There’s some- 
thing almost poignant about the 
sight two werewolves turned 
cuddling lovemates. Now 
know why they were howling. All 
they wanted was little tender- 
ness. 


Hardly smirking

the age 54, Jerry Lew- 
has the saddest, scari- 

est eyes ever seen: 
the large, dark irises are mounted 
against glazed, bloodshot whites, 
_and the eyes are set deep his 
face, banked red pockets 
flesh. for his care- 
fully greased hair, combed back 
flaunt perfect hairline, Lewis 
would look like derelict. In- 
stead, there’s something the 
defeated Jimmy Carter that 
face: the same softness around 
the mouth, the sheepish aura 
failure, the expression that begs 
for love forgiveness. 

But Hardly Working, 
first film over decade, the 
only emotion arouses pity. 
somehow pleading 


“for laughs more demeaning 


than pleading for votes. Partic- 
ularly sad are the comedians 
generation those 
Borscht-belt trot- 
ting out their one-liners taw- 
dry Las Vegas pleasure palaces. 
The younger crop jokesters 
Steve Martin, Andy Kaufman, 
Martin Mull aren’t continually 
placing their egos the line; 
their acts are based hip cyni- 
cism that often aims discover 
how long the laugh can de- 
ferred before the at- 
tention lapses. But for Lewis and 
his pals who include such 
funnymen Buddy Hackett, 
Don Rickles, and Jack Carter 
getting that laugh paramount, 
even comes the expense 
dignity. (On Lily Tomlin’s recent 


Harvey Lembeck, who sticks 
straws his nose for yuk, was 
only slight exaggeration the 
type.) course, these guys 
learned early that dignity 
wasn’t worth damn they suc- 
ceeded riding edge hos- 
tility, abrasiveness, and 
depreciation. the peak their 
brilliant careers, they justified 
their nasty qualities, least oc- 
casionally, with dead-accurate 
powers observation. But these 
comedians also succeeded 
through doggedness, believ- 
ing themselves when everyone 
told them they stank. And so, 
their performances 
creasingly erratic, there was 
way bringing them back 
check. They turned into carica- 
tures themselves embodi- 
ments pure hostility, abrasive- 
ness, 
they still survive, only be- 
cause there are audiences around 
who thrive nostalgia and 
sadomasochistic kind voy- 
eurism. 

Playing the clown, Lewis 
turned his comedy inward rather 
than against his audience, and 
that’s one reason why dis- 
piriting watch him movies 
today. Assuming that you can 
dissociate his screen persona from 
that mask smarmy self-right- 
eousness one sees every 


Labor Day, it’s impossible de- 
spise Lewis; you can only feel 
sorry for him. Hardly Work- 
ing, plays the same incompe- 
tent boob he’s always played: his 
Hooper, unemployed clown 
search new career, bun- 
gles practically every job listed 
the Standard Occupational Code. 
The film immediate down- 
er, partly because this kind 
character simply age well; 
it’s unsettling watch in- 
competent boob just few 
years from collecting his Social 
Security checks. (There seem- 
ingly inadvertent bit humor 
Hardly Working: women ad- 
dress “young and 
nothing in-the film suggests that 
Lewis considers this absurd.) 
worse the sheer des- 
peration all. Lewis goes ex- 
cavating for laughs multi- 
tude ways: takes pratfalls, 
wears drag and funny disguises, 


his face, designs hopped- 


sight gags (when opens 
brass porthole gift shop, 
torrent water gushes forth); 
even does Saturday Night Fever 
parody. And, almost invariably, 
comes empty-handed. 
(Still, interested what 
Travolta will look like years 
hence, this film must: dressed 
Tony Manero, Lewis has 
idea what with himself, but 
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looks ravishing.) Lewis, who 


co-wrote the script with Michael 
Janover, delivers his lines 


were reading them for the first 
time off cue card, and the jokes 
are repetitive within the space 
two minutes, twice com- 
pares clowns politicians. Even 
the slapstick scenes, his play- 
ing wan and lifeless: crazed 
Japanese chef, Lewis stares stu- 
pidly ahead and flails his arms 
uncertainly, were emerg- 
ing from catatonic trance. 

all fairness, Hardly Work- 
ing contains two mildly amusing 
incidents: the porthole gag has 
certain surrealistic charm, and 
there’s briefly delicious restau- 
rant scene which Lewis be- 
comes stuck woman’s shawl. 
the extent that these scenes 
work, it’s due the warped ac- 
cents and.imperturbable stares 
his female foils. And the edit- 
ing biased toward Lew- 
thickened mug, there might 
have been more such moments. 
Both Susan Bo’s solic- 
itous sister, and Steve Franken, 
flaky mailman, nice work 
here, but their parts have been 
sliced ribbons. the final cut, 
have nothing contemplate 
but Lewis’s large, sorrowful eyes 
and those eyes transmute this 
light, feeble comedy into some- 
thing almost tragic.
